Cape Town, April 27.—The newi of 


Saturday's events In Buluwayo show 
jthat the Matabeles are displaying great 
boldness and energy In 
1 the pursuit ot 


their purpose to surround that, town 
completely and cut off all communica- 
tion with the outside world.

On Saturday morning It .was found 


that the. hostile forces of natives had 
;fjrroundea the town on the north, east 
'and west, their ranks being much too 
,-cJose to the town to allow of any freedom 
jOf action, by those within it. Their lines 
:were being energetically extended In 
'both directions, and threatened to close 
-In on the ^>uth and cut off communica- 
tion with .n-angwe and Mafeklng, along 
ivhlch . the 
expected re-enforcementa 


and supplies of provisions are coming. 
The pickets of.the enemy were found iu 
be In no case beyond four miles distant 
from the Buluwayo lines, and they were 
.giving lively evidence of their improved 
knowledge of military strategy over that 
displayed in the war with Lobengula, by 
the .way they were throwing up rude 
fortifications and earthwork protections, 
behind -which the native warriors could 
ireslsc the charge of the whites. They 
threatened thus to work an approach to 
the town which was speedily putting the 
place in jeopardy. 


Immediate steps were perceived to be 


necessary to dislodge the lines of the 
enemy and drive them-back. A column 
for attack was hastily formed, consist- 
Ing of 100 whites, 100 Capo "boys" and 100 
natives. They were supplied with one 
Maxim and oneHotchkiss rapid-tire gun 
and were placed In command of Captain 
IiIacFarlane. They were speedily ready 
. for an offensive movement, and thus 
commanded and equipped they sallied, 
forth from the Buluwayo defenses at 7 
o'clock on Saturday morning. 
'^ They ' t*ok a direction northeasterly 
from tbe town, .in the direction of the 
Umguza river. They Sad proceeded only 
about five talles.on this course, "advanc- 
ing cautiously .with scouts In.-advance 
arid 'outriders on each side,' when the 
enemy, opened the attack. The Mata-

There are houses on the north side of this- 
highway, but few buildings on the .south 
side.

council that it is proposed to have a side- 
walk only on one side of this street. 


The excuse' given for recommending

The largest 
owner of land is on the south aide ol tbe 
street and the taxbill is said to be made 
out to Mr. Pead, superintendent of the 
Merrimiuik company.

flsht. It Is not clear that the sortie has 
been effectual in preventing the advance 
of the Matabeles to the south of Bulu- 
wayo, which Is the outcome most feared. 


The uneasiness regarding, the situation 


in the hard-pressed settlement Is un- 
abated, and about the only ag>eeabla 
factor Is that telegraphic communica- 
tion with Buluwayo Is,still open. The 
administrator there "announces that the 
town still has provisions for 20 days.

It is said, 
also, that un arrangement has been made 
with a friendly chief for further supplies, 
and these. It Is hoped, will tide over the 
needs o£ the community until they art 
better provided for.

If you stop and think, however, you".will 
see that JJ7 years have gone since you saw 
and heard him on the platform in the oldf 
high schoolhouye tmMtirk street. You all 
knew then and you have never doubted 
since, that he was made of no common 
clay. 
You knew" then, as well as you 


know DOW; that a soul of genius burned 
within him.

'•Iu all the days that have gone, no one 


undertook to analyze or explain Frederick 
Greenhalge. Xobocfy asked it any more 
than to account fortbe.sun that shines. It 
•was enough that he shone aud that we 
lived in the -warmth and the light.

"The processes and training of school' 


and college did much for him ; but heredi-!, 
ty did even more. , Thousands have just 
such school and college training. 
But 


whom have you known with that vrun- 
derfill temperament, with that intellectual 
charm, with that fascination of manner, 
with that combination of wit and wisdom 
and eloquence, that union of the most; 
brilliant traits and benignant qualities of 
mind and heart and soul, which made up 
this transcendent, matchless genius? 


"The roots 
of thin successful career 


struck deep into the fertile soil of a sturdy 
and intellectual ancestry. 
The prevail- 


ing fondness for broad antitheses and 
striking contrasts has unjustly dwarfed 
his father,' "William Greenhalge, by com- 
parison with bis more distinguished sou. 
It could add nothing to the lustre of the 
name in Slassachusetts to trace any con- 
nection between our Greenhalge und the 
high gentry or the nobility of the English 
realm; 
The further back you go in time, 


aud the nobler the progenitor you find in 
that early day, the surer you are to prove 
your kinship with the humblesc of your 
fellowmen. 


"Outside of Lowell he was "best known 


for what are sometimes rnea,gerly called 
his political successes. AVicIiin the limits 
of our.city he.has -been most admired for 
lbis polished and glowing oratory. "Within 
the !arge1cirole..'o'E'tho3e friends who knew 
•him personally and well, there was a 
fascination induced by his gifts and ac- 
complishments, -Dy the magnetic power of 
his intellect and or his heart, which every 
one in his presence felt, but which in bis 
absence no one ever will, no one can, de- 
scribe, 


''Much boa been said to the effect that 


our governor was crushed by his services 
on the political stump, and at numerous 
public appearances which, were exacted 
from him because of, or in spite of, his 
official station. Doubtless this kind of 
work, with every other kind, contributed 
to his death. But it was work, ia wliicli 
he gloried. He rejoiced in it as a strong 
man to run a race. 
No man could do 


more of it with less fatigue than could he. 
He was made for it, 


"Thoao who kaew him. well and watched 


him closely during the last three or four 
3'ears of his life must now feel ttiat the 
beginning ol the end was not when he as- 
sumed the governor's chair. 
Before that 


he himself was consicious o£ a decadence 
of physical vigor which he regarded as 
transitional .and temporary. 
There was 


a decline in his joyous, buoyant, magnetic 
nature. To many there seemed to be a 
constraint in his presence that woa strange 
and unaccountable. 


"Upon the platform as a candidate for 


the Governorship, his advocacy of bis own 
cause, while uoble aud effective, seemed 
wanting in Chat scintillating wit and in 
that fervid and. burning eloquence which 
so much distingusshed his early and bril- 
liant prime. The shadows had already 
begun, to fall. 


"The people of ilRssachusettSjwho knew 


him best after he became governor, will 
remember more'of the great qualities that 
made his administration strong, than for 
tbo.se gifts and accomplishments which 
serve rather to .ornament and adorn. It Js 
as he would have it. 


"In vain do we regret, in vain do we 


wish that the entire commonwealth bad 
seen more of the radiance of liis Kiunmer 
.sky. ^Massachusetts will remember '.him 
for his autumn sternness, for his incor- 
ruptible integrity, bis inflexible justice 
and his uvisoltened firmness. It is his 
hardened face, when he drove anarchy 
from the corridors of the state house,which 
will live in.the memory and the traditions 
ol the people. 


"It remains lor ua in. Lowell to recall 


the perfect image of our brightest and our 
best. He has gone. The laurel, which 
we hoped would crown him with further 
honor, has turned to cypress ia our sight. 
We have heard for the last timo the elo- 
quence of tuat silver tongue. 
The charm 


of that presence we shall feel, the delights 
of that high companionship/Which we shall 
know, never more upon thfs'earfli. 


"Consolation for ourselves we do not 


seek. For him we can say, he has done 
the work that he was born to .do. 
For 


such as he there is but one test and that is 
service. .Tried by that test he achieved 
sucr.etts. The flower has bloomed. Tried 
by tliu test of cold philosophy, he left be- 
hind him a full and rounded career. 
Ex- 


pressed iu the words of one whose elo- 
quence sometimes seemed to be 'his own 
model, aud in. that sonorous classic tongue 
from which lie so often quoted without 
pedantry and without affectation, it may 
well be snid today: 'Xcque .turpis mors 
forti viro poteat nccidere,, neque immature 
consular! nee misera sapienti.' 


"I have 
not idealized the life 'and

REV. FR. B.OBEB.T PREACHED 


UPON 
HEAVEN, 


Over IO,OOO Communicants 


During the two Weeks. 


The men's mission at St.- Peter's cliurcb 


closed last night with a magnificent ser- 
moii on Eeavun. by llev. I'r. Eubart, thi 
rouowjil of the baptismal vows by those 
who made tbo mission, the giving of the 
papal blessing to all present by Hev. Fr. 
Robert and benediction of tho blessed sac- 
rament. 


The sermon by Eev. Fr. Robert on 


Heaven was the most eloquent, ppeticai, 
and uplifting in tbe whole series delivered 
during tbe mission. It was a piece of 
word painting such as has rarely been 
heard in this city. It has been customary 
for preachers in endeavoring to give some 
Caint idea of Leaven to describe a series of 
imaginary pictures of tranacundant blisa, 
and thon ask is this heaven, ausweriuK al- 
ways in the negative; but Ruv. Fr.. Robert, 
evidently dissatisfied.- with this method, 
essayed to give tin uBlriuative sermon on 
heaven, to paint in words not only the 
highest visions of an earthly paradise and 
of the heavenly Jerusalem, but also of tbe 
glories everlasting of the beatific vision ns 
far as human mind can conceive of things 
inconceivable. ' 
ll 


The congregation was made up entirely 


of men and after the sermon when tbe 
baptismal vows were renewed, each, held 
in his band a lighted candle. The scene 
from the choir .when all the caudles vreTe 
lighted was one of rare grandeur. 
The 


candles represented tbe light of faith as 
used in baptism. Then the sponsors held 
tlie lighted caudle but here each person 
held his own candle aud himself renewed 
the VOWM made in baptism by bis sponsors. 
Eev. Fr. Robert asked the questions, "Do 
you renounce tho devil . .id all hia works 
and pomps?" and every individual in tbe 
whole congregation numbering over 2000, 
answered "I do." 
The otherqnestions on 


the creed ward similarly aaked and an- 
swered. 


Then Kev. Fr. Robert' in bidding fare- 


well to the congregation, made three re- 
quests.' He asked each and every one 
present for God'n sake to avoid the occa- 
sions of "mortal sin. 
"Each' one of you," 


he said, "knows his own weakness, knows 
where the danger lies, knows the occa- 
sions of sin. Like good men now in God's 
grace avoid them as you, would the devil 
himself.

Pray morning and night, and make your 
lives a daily offering to God. No man can 
overcome temptation without prayer, fer- 
fent and oft repeated, and in your prayers 
remember us, the missionaries, wbo have 
labored fur your spiritual welfare. 
: /''Thirdly, I ask you each and all to be 
faithful tu .the good resolutions and. the 
promises ot amendment made in'tbe 'con- 
fessional, and go to confession aud lioly 
communion once iu three months, .but.it 
von fail to do this, be sure to go once in 
six months. 
. It you. do as I ask you I have no fear for 
your salvation and the glories of the 
Heaven of w-dich I have spoken to yon 
will be yours forever and forevermoro." 


In conclusion he thanked tbe men for 


their sacrifices iu attending early and late 
during the mission, he thanked the pas- 
tor, Rev. Fr. Eonan and his assistants for 
kind treatment and assistance during the 
mission, ho thanked the choir for the ex- 
cellent music rendered at the services 
and hoped to meet the priests and people 
of St. Peter's parish again, but; he would 
never return to give a mission 'in that 
temporary church. He hoped the men 
would aid their pastor in the work of fin- 
ishing tbe magnificent temple already 
erected, as when completed interiorly it, 
will be a monument not only to the ven- 
erable pastor, but also to tbe Catholics of 
the parish, a" church that will be a" credit 
to the city and to the state of Massachu- 
setts.

It Is riot clear that the sortie has 
been effectual In preventing the advance 
of the Malabeles to the Houth of Bulw- 
wayo. which Is the outcome most feared. 


The uneasiness reg'ardjng Lhe situation 


In the hard-pressed settlement Is un- 
abated, and about the only agreeabla 
factor la that telegraphic cbmmunlca- 
tlnn with Buiuwayo is btill open. The 
administrator Ihsre announces that the 
town silll has provisions for 20 days. 
The supplies on their way from Mate- 
king: are expected 'to arrive before thai 
period'expires. 


But their arrival at all depends upon 


many contungencles. 
It Is very much 


fearo'd that the relief column may beat- 
tacked. If the .supplies were not cap. 
turod In such" a case they would certainly 
bo delayed. The same thlnp would hap- 
pen If the line of communication were cul 
and some point on It strongly held. The 
best speed the relief column can make 
without hostile obstruction" will nol 
brinfr it to Buiuwayo.until It Is urgently 
needed.

Cape Town, April 27.—The new» of 


Saturday's' events In Buiuwayo show 
that the ilatabelea are displaying great 
boldness and energy In the pursuit ot 
their purpose to surround tliat town 
completely and cut off all communica- 
tion with the ou^talde world. 


On Saturday morning It was found 


that the hostile forces of natives had 
surrounded the town on the north, east 
und west, their ranks being much too 
closa to the town to allow of any freedom 
ot action by. thuse within it. Their lines 
were being energetically extended In 
both directions, and threatened to clos'a 
In on the ^'Uth and cut off communica- 
tion with -**anewc' and Alnfeklng, along 
which 
the 
expected re-enforcements 


und supplies-oC provisions are coming. 
The pickets of the enemy were found to 
be In no cuae beyond four niHes distant 
from the liuluwayo lines, and they were 
giving lively evidence of their Improved 
knowledge uf military strategy over that 
displayed In the war with Lobengula, by 
the way they were throwing up rude 
formications and earthwork protections, 
behind which the native warriors could 
resist the charge of the whites. They 
threatened thus to work an approach to 
tho town which was speedily putting the 
p'.aeu In jeopardy. 


Immediate steps were perceived to be 


I'.uc-ossury to dislodge the lines of the 
<-:i'Mny and drive them back. A column 
Cur attack was hastily formed, conslst- 
IriE o£ 100 whites, 100 Cape "boys" and 100 
natives. .They were supplied with one 
?.Iaxlm and one HotchkJsg rapid-fire gun 
i-.r.d were placed In command of Captain 
."^tU'Farlane. They "were speedily ready 
f'jr nn offensive movement, and thus 
c-uinruanded and equipped they sallied 
furth from tho Buiuwayo defenses at T 
o'cluck on Saturday morning. 


They took a direction northeasterly 


from the town. In the direction of the 
I'm^uza river. They had proceeded only 
about five miles on this course, advanc- 
ing cautiously with scouts Jn advance 
and outriders on each side, when the 
1'iu-rny opened the attack. The Mata- 
biile Corco numbered not less than 3000. 
and their attack was eager and well 
directed. 


The column from Buiuwayo was Just 


crossing a small stream, a tributary of 
the Urnguza, when the attack opened. 
The overwhelming odds, 10 to 1, hurled 
upon the little column, drove It back by 
mere weight of numbers, and the ad- 
vance parties were glad to retreat In 
haste across the stream. 
This retro- 


grade movement ivas, however, effected 
In eood order and fighting as they went, 
thus drawing the enemy across the river. 
The Mataoeles advanced upon the little 
band of warriors In formidable array, 
their line extended In a orescent forma- 
tion, the horns of the crescent advanced 
to the front, creeping and writhing like 
a treacherous serpent seeking to enclose 
Us prey and surround It in its deadly 
colls. 


The long stragglng line extended over 


a distance of three miles, wlthwlde In- 
tervals between the men In the line, 
except In the parts where they closed in 
In expectation ot a hand-to hand con- 
flict. Many came on. brandishing their 
assegais and shields and giving forth 
fierce yells in true savage fashion. 


Matle Good Targets. 


As the howling savages closed In on 


the column, they afforded an excellent 
target for the sweeping discharge of the 
rapid-fire guns. The engagamcnt which 
<-nsued~was a hot and desperate one, and 
»lark. leaping bodies seemed to spring up 
u.3 fast as they were mowed down. The 
JJuluwayo force kept the river in their 
immediate front 
The firearms did 


heavy execution among the hostile na- 
tives as they rushed up the opposite 
bank. This only partly checked their 
llercc onslaught, ond many gained the 
side on which the whites stood. These 
•werechars-a by the troops and cut down 
gr driven back Into tiie stream- 


When the Alatabelcs In. front were 


finally driven back, they were seen to 
have sustained a heavy loss. The little 
river was dyed a-dark crimson with the 
blood of the victims of the maxim gun. 
Cne observer counted 40, dead, lying In a 
small circuit close to the column.. 


The whites had been hotly engaged In 


fiont. und when they succeeded in re- 
pulsing the attack there.. they found 
more work still waiting for them. The 
advanced ends of tho enemy's line had 
got up on their Hanks and.they found 
sauads ot howling black men In their 
rtar vwlien they turned their attention 
In that direction. This came near prov- 
litg a greater peril than the onslaught In 
the front, but It was luckily deferred un- 
til the first attack had been repulsed and 
the forces of the Alatabeles weakened 
there. 


But for the open nature of the ground 


toward Buluwayo. the encircling tactics 
of the enemy would certainly have suc- 
ceeded against the small force opposed 
to them. As it was, it .was possible to 
perceive their movements and move ac- 
cordingly, and the open ground gave 
free play for the ilaxlm. which was em- 
ployed also In that direction with deadly 
effect. The leases sustained by the 
whites were three men killed and several 
wounded, tho exact number not being 
ituted. The rapid-fire gun IB thought to 
have the day for the whites beyond aues- 
tlon. The loss they sustained In view of 
the forces of the attacking party, and 
Ihe fact that they were actually. out- 
Banked, Is considered small, and the 
whites are considered lucky to have come 


• aff so well. They retired upon the con- 


clusion of the fight, but they *vere in 
possession, ol the field when they did so. 


Although the attacking p.trty came off 


wlttoutjany very heavy losses, they did 
not drive the Matabeles, butalmply re- 
their attack.
